Luke’s  Hospital,  and  they  are 
commanded  by  Col.  William  F.

Since  St.  Luke's  beginnings  in  the  1850's  as  an 
infirmary  at  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion 
and  Woman's  founding  a few  years  later,  the  two 
institutions  have  played  an  important  part  in  the 
life  of  New  York  and  the  events  of  the  day. 

□ St.  Luke's  founder,  the  Rev.  William  Augustus 
Muhlenberg,  played  an  important  part  in  quelling 
New  York's  Civil  War  draft  riots  in  July  of  1863, 
which  threatened  to  destroy  the  Hospital  itself. 

□ A prime  source  of  information  for  any  history 
of  New  York  in  the  period  1835  to  1875  is  the 
famous  diaries  of  George  Templeton  Strong,  one 
of  the  many  prominent  New  Yorkers— along  with 
the  Morgans,  Carnegies  and  Vanderbilts— to 
serve  on  the  boards  of  St.  Luke's  and  Woman's 
over  the  years.  □ One  Easter  Sunday  in  the  early 
1870's,  Dr.  Muhlenberg  suggested  to  fellow  wor- 
shippers at  St.  Thomas  Church  on  Fifth  Avenue  at 
53  Street  that  they  carry  "the  galaxy  of  flowers 
that  banked  the  church"  to  patients  at  St.  Luke's, 
one  block  north,  a custom  followed  in  subse- 
quent years  and  believed  to  have  developed  into 
the  Easter  Parade.  □ The  first  institution  to 
move  to  Morningside  Heights  in  the  1890's  was 


St.  Luke's,  followed  shortly  by  Woman's,  leading 
the  influx  that  caused  the  area  to  be  described  as 
New  York's  "acropolis."  □ Responding  as  they 
did  in  the  Civil  and  Spanish-American  Wars,  St. 
Luke's  staff  served  in  World  War  I both  stateside, 
giving  physicals,  training  medics,  and  treating 
wounded,  and  overseas,  particularly  through  the 
Second  Evacuation  Hospital.  □ The  nation's  first 
non-profit  group  hospital  insurance  plan  (Blue 
Cross)  was  the  result  of  a plan  issued  in  1932  by 
the  nation's  first  joint  charity  (the  United  Hospital 
Fund),  which  had  its  beginnings  with  an  annual 
collection  among  New  York's  Episcopal  parishes 
for  the  work  of  St.  Luke's.  □ In  World  War  II, 
the  Second  Evacuation  Unit,  with  twenty-nine  of 
our  doctors  and  thirty-three  of  our  nurses,  be- 
came known  as"the  St.  Luke's  Unit." 

□ Dr.  Muhlenberg  could  not  have  imagined 
the  technical  advances  that  would  allow  the  first 
open  heart  operation  in  New  York  City  to  take 
place  at  St.  Luke's  in  '195^'for  that  in  the 
1970's  patients  would  watch  television  pictures 
of  men  walking  on  the  moon.

St.  Luke's  went  through  the  final  days  of  1974  with 
the  fear  that  its  own  days  were  numbered.  The 
financial  crisis  that  our  predecessors  had  long 
predicted  from  this  and  other  platforms  was  im- 
mediately before  us:  all  of  the  reserves  available 
from  those  we  had  built  up  in  the  decades  St. 
Luke's  was  one  of  New  York's  most  prosperous 
hospitals  had  been  syphoned  into  a whirlpool  of 
outpatient  care  deficits.  Continued  losses  would 
bankrupt  the  Hospital  Center  before  its  one 
hundred  and  twenty-fifth  anniversary  the 
following  May. 

In  a time  when  there  seems  to  be  no  major 
institution  without  serious  money  problems,  we 
will  not  solve  the  worst  fiscal  predicament  in  our 
history.  But  we  are  enduring  it.  Further,  we  realize 
that  St.  Luke's  is  an  institution  built  not  on  dollar 
stilts,  but  on  a solid  bedrock  of  commitment  and 
professionalism  that  is  a century  and  a quarter 
deep  and  thousands  of  people  wide. 

While  fiscal  surgeons  worked  feverishly  to 

maintain  viability  in  the  afflicted  operating 
budget,  the  vital  services  for  which  so  many  de- 
pend on  the  Hospital  Center  continued. 
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We  not  only  maintained  existing  programs, 
but  carried  forward  major  new  endeavors.  On 
May  1 of  1974,  St.  Luke's  became  the  country's 
first  "national  obesity  center"  under  a grant  from 
the  National  Institutes  of  Health;  and  on  Septem- 
ber 30  we  began  taking  patients  in  an  alcoholism 
program  launched  with  major  funding  from  the 
City.  In  fact,  despite  the  money  crunch  that  has 
gripped  the  entire  nation,  St.  Luke's  received  more 
government  and  private  research  support  than  in 
many  previous  years.  Also,  final  plans  were  laid  in 
late  1974  for  the  establishment  of  a Hospice  ap- 
proach to  care  of  terminally  ill  patients  and  their 
families  aimed  at  using  the  best  of  modern  med- 
ical knowledge  to  relieve  pain  and  other  symp- 
toms and  maintain  the  life  of  the  whole  person 
while  saving  him  the  indignities  of  inappropriate 
measures  to  preserve  limited  bodily  functions. 

Convinced  that  the  Hospital  Center  was  as 
durable  as  the  needs  for  its  services,  the 
trustees  intensified  discussions  of  its  long-range 
course.  By  early  1975,  the  major  questions  about 
St.  Luke's  future  were  defined.  Committees  of 
representatives  of  the  board,  the  attending  and 


house  staffs,  the  administration  and  the  commu- 
nity advisory  board  were  assigned  to  each  of  the 
seven  questions,  which  covered  the  following 
grounds: 

How  can  we  insure  that  St.  Luke's  tradition  of 
providing  inpatient  care  with  an  exceptional  con- 
cern for  the  patient  and  his  family  is  continued? 
Should  we  restructure  inpatient  services,  for  ex- 
ample realigning  beds  according  to  intensity  of 
care?  Where  are  we  going  in  research ? ...  med- 
ical student  and  house  staff  training?. ..emergency 
services?. ..outpatient  care?  How  should  the  Hos- 
pital Center  restructure  roles  of  trustees,  medical 
staff,  administrators  and  consumers  to  meet  such 
challenges  as  national  health  insurance? 

At  a meeting  April  26  attended  by  two  hun- 
dred members  of  the  Hospital  Center  family,  each 
study  group  presented,  for  broader  consideration, 
the  conclusions  of  two  months  of  deliberation. 

The  atmosphere  at  this  nine-hour  conclave  was 
exciting  and  gratifying.  There  was  no  interdisci- 
plinary barrier  that  was  not  quickly  dissolved  in 
the  interplay  that  was  motivated  solely  by  a unan- 
imous determination  to  renew  St.  Luke's  health

care  missions.  From  these  exchanges  emerged  a 
series  of  general  objectives  and  specific  programs 
aimed  at  insuring  St.  Luke's  continued  distinction 
as  a provider  of  health  care  that  excels  in  both  its 
technical  and  personal  qualities  and  as  a major 
center  of  medical  teaching  and  research.  While 
committed  members  of  all  branches  of  the  Hos- 
pital Center  family  continue  their  introspection 
into  our  spirit,  organization  and  programs,  we 
are  also  making  great  strides  in  evaluating  corre-

sponding  physical  needs.  Exciting  approaches  to 
modernizing  the  outdated  quarters  of  our  plant 
brilliantly  avoid  both  the  need  for  more  acreage 
and  the  loss  of  revenue  often  encountered  be- 
tween the  razing  of  old  facilities  and  the  comple- 
tion of  new. 

Our  vision,  then,  is  to  rededicate  staffs  and 
initiate  new  programs  consistent  with  the 
principles  of  service  by  which  St.  Luke's  first 
“guests”  were  received  in  a rectory-infirmary  on 
22  Street  in  the  1850's  and  to  provide  facilities  that 
will  allow  this  care  to  be  rendered  under  the  best 
of  modern  standards.  Realization  of  these  visions 
will  require  a major  funding  campaign,  for  which 
we  have  already  begun  to  mobilize. 

Perhaps  an  old  friend  of  our  institution, 
Robert  Browning,  will  forgive  us  if  we  bend  a few 
of  his  lines  to  say:  One  who  turned  his  back  in- 
stead of  marching  breast  forward,  never  dreamed, 
never  held  that  we  fall  to  rise,  is  baffled  at  how,  in 
adversity,  we  fight  better.

In  their  first  published  annual  report  in  1859,  the 
St.  Luke's  board  of  managers  cited  the  appoint- 
ment of  Drs.  Alonzo  Clark,  Edward  Delafield, 
Willard  Parker  and  Gordon  Buck,  leading  medical 
practitioners  of  the  time,  “as  evidence  that  the 
Hospital  is  satisfied  with  no  inferior  science  or  skill 
for  the  welfare  of  its  beneficiaries."  Today  “sci- 
ence and  skill"  encompass  a panorama  of  care 
and  service  undreamed  of  by  our  founders. 

THE  TEAM  APPROACH  TO 
HEART  AND  KIDNEY  DISEASE 

St.  Luke's  is  one  of  the  three  leading  centers  for 
coronary  artery  surgery  in  the  country.  Open  heart 
surgery  brings  together  a range  of  surgical,  diag- 
nostic and  nursing  skills:  in  a sophisticated  cardiac 
catheterization  laboratory  cardiologists  trace  the 
course  of  x-ray-opaque  dyes  through  the  heart, 
sample  blood  from  its  chambers,  and  make  other 
measurements  to  pinpoint  valve,  artery,  and  con- 
genital abnormalities.  With  this  information,  the 
surgical  team  replaces  damaged  valves  with  syn- 
thetic ones  and  occluded  coronary  arteries  with 
vessels  from  other  parts  of  the  body,  and  corrects 
congenital  defects.  St.  Luke's  heart  experts  still 
believe  that,  for  the  forseeable  future,  the  best 
course  is  repairing  the  damaged  heart,  rather  than 
attempting  to  replace  it  in  toto. 

Our  cardiologists  have  undertaken  a long- 
term evaluation  of  the  coronary  by-pass  and  its 
relief  of  heart  disease  symptoms,  and  are  investi- 
gating basic  questions  about  coronary  circulation. 


Psychiatrists  are  attempting  to  determine  if  be- 
havior patterns  that  have  been  implicated  in  heart 
disease— the  so-called  Type  A personality— are 
modifiable. 

In  kidney  disease,  there  is  strong  hope  for  trans- 
plantation as  a long-term  recourse.  In  another 
example  of  the  multidisciplinary  approach,  pa- 
tients are  kept  from  drowning  in  their  own  meta- 
bolic wastes  by  artificial-kidney  machines  in  the 
Department  of  Medicine's  hemodialysis  unit  and 
nephrologists,  psychiatrists,  nurses,  dietitians  and 
social  workers  monitor  their  adaptation  to  this 
difficult  dialysis  process,  while  surgeons  seek  to 
obtain  kidneys  they  can  transplant  according  to 
tissue-typing  done  by  a laboratory  operated  jointly 
with  the  blood  bank.  The  renal  preservation  lab— 
whose  organ  recovery  unit  serves  St.  Luke's  and 
other  hospitals  in  regional  and  national  networks 
of  transplant  programs— is  studying  improved 
methods  of  preserving  donor  kidneys,  which  must 
be  implanted  within  seventy-two  hours  under 
present  methods. 

Basic  research  into  protein  chemistry  is  seek- 
ing ways  to  prevent  transplant  rejection  on  the 
belief  that  this  shows  more  promise  than  attempt- 
ing to  treat  the  rejection  process  after  it  has 
begun.  This  research  is  also  concerned  with  such 
phenomena  as  multiple  sclerosis,  where  progress 
is  being  made  in  understanding  the  process  by 
which  the  body  begins  to  reject  its  own  cells;

tumors,  where  they  hope  to  find  a "tumor  specific 
antigen"  that  will  cause  the  body  to  reject 
cancerous  growths;  rheumatoid  arthritis,  and 
other  autoimmune  diseases. 

Arthritis  is  also  a concern  of  studies  in  the 
l Department  of  Medicine's  rheumatology 
laboratory  which  are  seeking  new  drugs  for  the 
treatment  of  rheumatoid  diseases.  New  laboratory 
tests  are  being  developed  for  the  diagnosis  and 
follow-up  of  patients  with  these  diseases.  The 
infectious  diseases  laboratory  is  testing  new 
antibiotics. 

The  Department  of  Medicine's  gastroenter- 
ology division  employs  a unique  combination  of 
skilled  endoscopic  examinations,  which  allow 
physicians  to  view,  photograph  and  take  biopsies 
of  digestive  organs,  and  sophisticated  enzyme 
tests,  which  give  valuable  information  about  in- 
testinal functioning.  Digestive  processes  are  the 
focus  of  a unique  research  project  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Pathology  that  is  studying  the  phenom- 
enon of  alteration  of  hormones,  the  body's  reg- 
ulatory chemicals,  by  intestinal  bacteria. 

TECHNOLOGICAL  ADVANCES 
IN  OB/GVN 

Fiberoptics  like  the  G.l.  unit's  endoscope  also  play 
a major  role  at  Woman's  Hospital.  Tubal  ligation 
sterilization  procedures  have  been  greatly  simpli- 
fied with  such  a device,  the  laparoscope,  im- 
proving the  surgeon's  vision  in  a way  that  smaller 
incisions  and  less  invasive  surgery  are  needed. 
Progress  is  being  made  in  another  endoscopic 
sterilization  technique  which  requires  no  abdom- 
ical  incision.  This  device,  the  hysteroscope,  is 


being  used  widely  to  diagnose  infertility  problems 
and  deal  with  such  special  situations  as  embedded 
I.U.D.'s.  Another  version,  the  fetoscope,  is  being 
used  experimentally  to  "examine"  developing 
fetuses  and  shows  promise  for  the  treatment  of 
certain  disorders  at  an  early  stage  before  birth. 

Perinatology,  the  division  of  obstetrics  con- 
cerned with  care  before,  during  and  after  birth 
aimed  at  preventing  complications  that  can  en- 
danger the  infant,  is  making  wide  use  of  technical 
advances  in  fetal  monitoring.  EKG-Iike  devices  are 
used  routinely  in  the  labor  rooms  to  produce 
printouts  of  contractions  and  fetal  heartbeats.  The 
possibility  is  being  studied  of  linking  these  moni- 
tors to  a computer  for  further  sophisticated  analy- 
sis. When  it  is  suspected  before  term  that  con- 
ditions in  the  mother  may  cause  problems  at  birth, 
a "stress  test"— controlled  administration  of  labor- 
inducing  drugs  while  the  monitor  checks  for  evi- 
dence of  reduced  oxygen  supply  to  the  fetus— may 
be  performed  to  determine  if  Caesarean  delivery 
is  called  for. 

The  Department  of  Radiology's  ultrasound 
division,  which  began  experimentally  at 
Woman's  Hospital  thirteen  years  ago,  provides 
valuable  information  to  obstetrician/gynecologists 
with  its  visualizations  of  the  uterus,  fetal  develop- 
ment, and  growths.  The  pioneering  facility  in  the 
Metropolitan  area  for  this  application  of  the  Sonar 
principle,  the  unit  is  still  a prime  referral  center. 

It  is  also  serving  cardiologists,  urologists  and  other 
specialists  with  sonograms  of  soft  tissue  structures. 

The  Department  of  Obstetrics  and  Gyne- 
cology provides  a full  range  of  pregnancy  services: 
diagnosing  and  treating  infertility  problems  for 
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women  who  want  to  conceive,  modern  maternity 
services  for  those  who  do,  and  birth  control,  ster- 
ilization and  abortion  services  for  those  who  do 
not  wish  to  give  birth.  In  1974,  there  was  added  to 
routine  and  premature  nursery  care  a neo-natal 
intensive  care  unit  for  high-risk  newborns. 

MEETING 

EMERGENCY  NEEDS 

The  year  1974  also  saw  the  first  full  year  of  opera- 
tion of  the  separate  emergency  care  facility  for 
young  patients.  It  continues  daytime,  weekday 
hours  until  funds  become  available  to  provide 
staffing  for  expanded  operation. 

The  emergency  service  gained  increased 
clinical  supervision  with  the  appointment  of  a full- 
time medical  director  in  early  1975.  It  and  the 
titty-two  clinics  benefit  from  consumer  feedback 
through  the  Community  Board  for  Ambulatory 
Care. 

The  emergency  service  continues  to  serve  a 
large  number  of  non-emergency  patients,  perhaps 
as  many  as  ninety  percent  of  the  total  seen,  but 
the  number  of  cases  serious  enough  to  require 
admission  was  one-third  higher  in  1974  than  two 
years  previous. 

For  youngsters  admitted  to  the  Hospital  Center's 
inpatient  pediatric  unit,  a program  to  deal  with 
the  psychological  effects  of  hospitalization  and 
medical  procedures  has  been  very  successful. 

With  relish  they  give  injections  and  perform 
surgery  on  dolls  under  the  approving  eyes  of 
adults,  and  learn  that  these  are  not  punishments 
for  bad  boys  and  girls.  Beside  reducing  emotional

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trauma,  this  new  understanding  of  medicine  often 
facilitates  physical  recovery  through  the  young 
patients'  sense  of  participation  and  cooperation. 

HELP  FOR  TROUBLED 
WEST  SIDERS 

Adolescents  are  receiving  new  recognition  as 
people  with  special  problems,  especially  in  the 
child  psychiatry  division,  which  has  established  a 
day  treatment  program  for  these  young  patients. 
The  division  is  involved  in  the  treatment  of  au- 
tistic and  other  atypical  children,  through  a thera- 
peutic nursery  school  at  Riverside  Church,  and 
language  and  learning  disabilities.  A "parent-child 
interaction  program"  was  initiated  in  1973  to  mea- 
sure and  enhance  the  social  development  parents 
provide  from  the  time  they  bring  their  newborn 
infants  home  from  the  hospital.  One  of  the  few 
projects  of  its  kind  in  New  York,  it  gives  a head 
start  on  Head  Start  in  preventing  the  develop- 
mental problems  that  can  be  impossible  to  reverse 
by  the  time  a child  begins  school. 

Adult  services  have  broadened  considerably 
/\  since  St.  Luke's  opened  the  City's  second 
inpatient  psychiatric  unit  fully  integrated  into  a 
general  hospital  in  1955.  Their  day  treatment 
center  in  the  basement  of  the  Cathedral  Church  of 
St.  John  the  Divine  has  become  a model  for  such 
hospital-operated  programs.  In  1974,  an  inpatient 
alcoholism  detoxification  unit  was  added  to  the 
similar  facility  for  narcotics  addicts  opened  four 
years  before.  The  alcoholism  program  includes 
outpatient  and  after-care  facilities  located  out  of 
the  Hospital  Center.  The  department's  adult  and 
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child  psychiatry  clinics  and  its  twenty-four-hour 
walk-in  clinic  in  the  emergency  room  provide 
valuable  services  to  troubled  West  Siders. 

The  division  of  community  psychiatry  con- 
tinues the  services  in  single-room-occupancy 
hotels  it  has  pioneered  since  the  early  1960's.  Their 
“crisis  intervention  unit"  is  providing  counselling 
in  the  home  and  at  the  Hospital  Center  for  families 
with  acute  or  chronic  psychosocial  crises. 

While  the  Department  of  Psychiatry  pro- 
vides treatment  to  younger  narcotics  ad- 
dicts aimed  at  complete  independence  of  drugs, 
the  Department  of  Medicine  offers  methadone 
maintenance  for  older,  long-term  addicts.  The 
latter  department  has  conducted  significant  re- 
search on  the  physiological  and  social  effects  of 
heroin  and  methadone  use,  and  is  now  investi- 
gating marijuana's  effects  on  immunological 
mechanisms. 

Basic  to  the  psychiatric  service's  integration 
into  the  general  hospital  setting  is  its  consultation 
liaison  with  other  medical  services.  This  has  been 
valuable  to  the  Department  of  Pediatrics'  child 
abuse  program  and  to  the  developing  Hospice. 
Calling  upon  a number  of  disciplines— medical, 
nursing,  psycho-social,  and  religious— the  Hospice 
provides  comprehensive  supportive  care  to  ter- 
minally ill  patients  and  their  families. 

FINDING  SOME 
ANSWERS 

Similar  in  its  multidisciplinary  approach  is  the 
obesity  center,  instituted  with  a three-year,  half- 
mill ion-dol lar  grant  from  the  National  Institutes  of 
Health.  Using  St.  Luke's  and  outside  investigators 
and  clinicians  representing  a variety  of  specialties 
—including  psychiatry,  experimental  psychology, 


pediatrics  and  surgery— this  program  of  the  De- 
partment of  Medicine  deals  with  basic  questions 
in  the  physiology  and  psychology  of  obesity.  The 
first  such  center  established  by  the  Federal  gov- 
ernment, the  obesity  project  at  St.  Luke's  draws  on 
the  twenty-year  experience  of  the  medical  serv- 
ice's major  program  of  metabolic  and  nutritional 
research. 

Sickle  cell  disease  is  another  area  to  which 
the  department  has  long  devoted  basic  research. 
Current  studies  are  seeking  fundamental  informa- 
tion about  the  molecular  characteristics  of  red 
blood  cells  that  cause  them,  in  this  disease,  to 
warp  and  entangle  like  a pile  of  coat  hangers, 
causing  the  clogging  of  blood  vessels  that  pro- 
duces the  disease's  symptoms. 

In  another  area  of  the  department,  research- 
ers are  studying  the  clustering  of  blood  platelets 
that  plays  a role  in  heart  attacks  and  strokes.  They 
have  adapted  an  aggregometer,  a device  that  in- 
duces this  aggregation  in  a blood  sample,  to  mea- 
sure individual  susceptibility  to  the  phenomenon. 

The  department's  nuclear  medicine  labora- 
tory is  using  radioactivity  to  measure  body  com- 
position—the  proportions  of  lean  cells,  fat,  bone 
and  fluids— and  cell  composition  to  determine 
whether  derangements  are  related  to  disease. 

Studies  of  obstructive  lung  diseases— emphy- 
sema, for  example— have  produced  an  animal 
model,  allowing  researchers  to  study  progression 
of  the  disease  in  a precise  way. 

The  Department  of  Rehabilitation  Medicine 
has  been  evaluating  acupuncture's  value  in  re- 
lieving musculo-skeletal  pain,  including  testing 
for  correlation  with  hypnotizability.

TEACHING  TO 
INSURE  CONTINUITY 

Intertwined  with  this  patient  care  and  research  are 
programs  teaching  "science  and  skill"  to  to- 
morrow's health  care  professionals. 

Second-year  students  of  Columbia  Univer- 
sity's College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  attend  a 
lecture  course  "Introduction  to  the  Patient"  and 
return  the  following  year  for  their  first  contacts 
with  patients,  participating  in  care— particularly 
taking  histories  and  giving  physicals— without 
being  given  responsibility  for  it.  Fourth-year  stu- 
dents get  more  responsibility,  under  house  staff 
and  attending  supervision,  and  are  offered  more 
than  two  dozen  elective  courses  that  take  advan- 
tage of  the  Hospital  Center's  specialized  programs 
and  facilities. 

An  internship  in  general  dentistry  was  insti- 
tuted in  1974,  and  the  fourteen  internship  and 
residency  programs  adopted  the  "postgraduate 
year"  nomenclature  and  requirements  of  the 
American  Medical  Association.  There  are  twenty- 
six  fellows  preparing  for  clinical,  academic  or 
research  careers  in  thirteen  subspecialties. 

Nursing  education  at  St.  Luke's  underwent  a 
major  change  in  1974  with  the  closing  of 
the  Hospital  Center's  school  of  nursing.  Since  its 
founding  in  1888,  the  school  was  a symbol  of 
dedicated,  quality  nursing.  Consistent  with  the 
trend  away  from  three-year  diploma  schools  un- 


der hospital  auspices,  and  toward  nursing  educa- 
tion centered  at  academic  institutions,  St.  Luke's 
joined  Columbia  University's  new  four-year  bac- 
calaureate program. 

The  Hospital  Center  participates  in  a number 
of  other  formal  and  informal  teaching  programs 
with  Columbia,  providing  practical  experiences 
for  students  of  bioengineering,  physical  therapy 
and  allied  health  fields.  Pre-med  students  have  an 
opportunity  for  an  early  glimpse  at  what  awaits 
them  through  a program  of  practical  experiences 
and  lectures  administered  by  the  volunteer  de- 
partment. 

The  psychiatric  service  has  an  internship  in 
clinical  psychology  for  Ph.D.  candidates  from 
various  universities.  The  department  also  offers 
formal  clinical  experience  for  social  work  and 
occupational  and  recreational  therapy  students. 

The  Department  of  Religious  Services'  clinical 
pastoral  education  program,  now  in  its  tenth  year, 
is  preparing  ordained  clergymen  and  theology 
students  to  minister  effectively  to  the  ill  and  fam- 
ilies in  crisis. 

Since  the  days  of  Clark  and  Delafield,  Parker  and 
Buck,  countless  others  have  left  their  marks 
on  medicine  through  their  work  at  St.  Luke's. 
Today's  accomplishments  and  tomorrow's 
promises  are  bringing  ever  clearer  the  expectation 
that  St.  Luke's  will  continue  to  be  not  found  want- 
ing in  science  and  skills  as  another  century  ends.  ■

When  St.  Luke's  need  for  voluntary  financial  sup- 
port was  greater  than  ever  before,  it  was  most 
encouraging  in  1974  that  the  number  of  gifts  re- 
ceived increased  thirty  per  cent,  with  3,128  donors 
contributing  a total  of  $1 ,616,245.

For  the  first  time  in  its  history,  St.  Luke's  in  1974 
publicly  appealed  to  government  sources  for 
financial  assistance  to  mitigate  the  burden  of  a $6 
million  net  operating  loss  due  largely  to  out- 
patient care  deficits.  At  the  Hospital  Center's  re- 
quest, our  auditors  performed  a special  study  to 
find  ways  of  alleviating  our  operating  losses.  They 
concluded  that,  without  new  sources  of  revenue, 
the  only  solution  was  retrenchment  of  outpatient 
services,  and  presented  a series  of  options  that 
ranged  from  placing  new  financial  restrictions  on 
outpatients  to  closing  the  clinics  altogether.  With 
no  response  to  our  government  appeals,  we  chose 
geographic  restrictions  and  debt  limitations  in  the 
clinics  as  the  most  clement  alternative. 

The  regeneration  process  required  financing 
of  a substantial  loss  in  1974.  The  board  of  trustees 
decided  to  exercise  provisions  of  New  York  State's 
not-for-profit  corporation  law  and  utilize  accumu- 
lated realized  investment  gains  in  unrestricted 
general  endowments  for  this  purpose.  The  full 
amount  available— $8,872,609— was  appropriated 
for  Hospital  Center  operations,  as  indicated  in  the 
Statement  of  Revenues  and  Expenses.  These  pro- 
ceeds were  used  to  liquidate  $3  million  in  bank 
borrowings  and  the  remainder  invested  in  board- 
designated  funds  to  secure  a new  $4  million  line 
of  credit. 

Operating  expenditures  reached  the  $61.6 
million  mark  in  1974,  while  operating  revenues 
resulted  in  $54  million  and  non-operating  reve- 
nues amounted  to  $1.5  million.  The  largest  single 
cost  of  operations  was  salaries,  wages  and  fringe 
benefits,  resulting  from  five  union  contracts.
